STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AND  MANUFACTURERS  1/    2/ 

Total  stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  lower  than  a  year  aeo . 

Leaf  tobacco  stocks  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled  5,005 
million  pounds  as  of  April  1,  1969.   This  is  a  decline  of  307  million  pounds 
compared  with  the  previous  April  1  (5,312  million).   The  1968  crop  was  in 
stocks  by  April  1,  with  the  exception  of  Maryland  and  some  Puerto  Rican 
tobacco.   About  180  million  pounds  were  marketed  during  the  quarter. 

Flue- cured  and  imported  cigarette  leaf  stocks  led  the  general  decline. 
Fire- cured  and  cigar  filler  and  binder  leaf  fell  to  new  lows  for  any  April 
quarter.   Only  two  domestic  types  recorded  any  increase  from  last  year. 

Stocks  as  of  April  1,  1969,  included  1,245  million  pounds  (farm- sales- 
weight)  of  leaf  tobacco  under  Government  loan.   This  was  20  million  pounds 
higher  than  a  year  ago.   These  loan  stocks  were  divided  as  follows:   flue- 
cured,  847.4  million  pounds;  burley,  357.9  million;  Maryland,  1.4  million; 
fire-cured,  20.7  million;  dark  air-cured,  15.4  million;  and  cigar  leaf,  2.5 
million. 


1/     Figures  quoted  for  type  totals  in  this  summary  are  the  farm- sales- weight 
equivalent  of  reported  stocks.

CIGARETTE-LEAF  STOCKS 


All  cigarette  types  lower 

Flnp-rnrpfl  stocks  totaled  2,388  million  pounds  on  April  1,  1969,  a 
decline  of  200  million  pounds  from  inventories  a  year  earlier. 

Holdings  of  burley  were  reported  at  1,606  million  pounds,  down  20  million 

pounds  from  last  April.   The  1968  crop  of  563  million  pounds  was  in  stocks 

by  April  1,  with  approximately  112  million  pounds  being  sold  in  the  first 
quarter . 

Maryl anH  inventories  on  April  1  were  72.0  million  pounds  for  a  decrease 
of  6.6  million.   All  Maryland  tobacco  formerly  held  under  Government  loan 
has  been  sold  but  a  small  amount  was  still  undelivered  on  April  1.   The  1968 
crop,  estimated  at  33.0  million  pounds,  will  be  marketed  during  the  April- 
June  period  this  year. 

Stocks  of  foreign- grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other) 
totaled  408.2  million  pounds  --  51.2  million  below  last  year. 


DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Fire- cured  lower 
Dark  air- cured  higher 

Fire- cured  stocks  reported  at  106.2  million  pounds  on  this  April  1, 
were  12.5  million  below  those  reported  last  April.   All  types  showed  signifi- 
cant declines.   Virginia  fire-cured  stocks  on  this  reporting  date  were  14.3 
million;  Kentucky- Tennessee  Eastern  District,  75.2  million;  and  Western 
District,  16.6  million. 

Holdings  of  dark  air- cured,  totaling  73.1  million  pounds  on  April  1, 
1969  were  2.0  million  above  last  April's  total.   One- sucker  accounted  for  the 
entire  increase  as  the  other  types  reported  small  declines.   Inventories  on 
April  1  by  types  were  as  follows:   One- sucker,  44.9  million  pounds;  Green 
River,  23.7  million;  and  Virginia  sun-cured,  4.5  million. 
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CIGAR- LEAF  STOCKS 

Domestic  leaf  shows  decline 
Imported  leaf  gains 

Inventories  of  all  domes  tic- grown  cigar  tobacco,  including  Puerto  Rican, 
totaled  254.0  million  pounds  on  April  1,  1969.  This  was  a  drop  of  27.8 
million  pounds  from  stocks  reported  last  April  1.   Holdings  of  foreign- grown 
cigar  leaf  were  93.9  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  10.8  million  pounds  from 
the  previous  April  report. 

Holdings  of  cigar  filler  types  on  April  1,  1969,  totaled  166.1  million 
pounds-- 15. 6  million  less  than  the  figure  reported  last  year.   All  types  shared 
in  the  decline  and  their  inventories  this  April  are  as  follows:   Pennsylvania 
filler,  122.3  million  pounds;  Ohio,  13.7  million;  and  Puerto  Rican,  30.2 
million. 

Cigar  binder  stocks  totaled  61.6  million  pounds-- a  drop  of  11.5  million 
from  last  April.   All  types  were  down.   Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf  stocks 
were  8.0  million  pounds  this  April;  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed,  3.1 
million;  Southern  Wisconsin,  23.5  million;  and  Northern  Wisconsin,  27.1  million 
pounds . 

Shade- grown  cigar  leaf  stocks  of  26.3  million  pounds  were  0.6  million 
pounds  lower  than  those  reported  last  April.   Connecticut  stocks  were  slightly 
higher,  while  Georgia- Florida  declined.   As  of  April  1,  1969  holdings  of 
Connecticut  Valley  Shade  were  16.0  million  pounds;  and  Georgia-Florida  Shade, 
10.3  million  pounds. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  (Havana)  leaf,  reported  at  1.7  million  pounds,  were  down 
1.2  million  from  last  year.   Philippine  Islands  (Manila)  stocks  totaled  42.9 
million  pounds  --  up  16.2  million  from  a  year  ago.   Stocks  of  Indoneasian 
leaf  were  3.0  million  pounds;  Brazilian.  8.9  million;  Colombian.  7.4  million; 
Dominican  Republic.  14.3  million;  Paraguay.  4.2  million;  Mexico .  3.4  million; 
and  other  foreign- grown.  8.1  million  pounds. 

STOCKS  OF  TOBACCO  SHEET  (see  table  3) 

Stocks  represented  in  tobacco  sheet  continue  to  increase 

Stocks  of  leaf  represented  in  inventories  of  "tobacco  sheet"  totaled 
25.7  million  pounds  (reported  weight)  compared  with  25.2  million  on  previous 
April  1.   Of  the  total  in  "sheet"  this  April  1,  23.4  million  were  for  use  in 
cigarette   and  smoking  tobacco,  and  2.3  million  for  cigar  binder  and  wrapper.
